The Liberals 
and NDP both lost ground 
this time around, Russell 
had 2,322 votes in 1967 and 
Dr, Norman Dolman polled 
1,343 for the NDP four years 
ago, Stan Walker was the 
Conservative candidate in 
1967 with 1,455 votes, 


Asked to comment on his 
sweeping victory, Ernie 
Jamison sald that from his 
contacts with the many young 
people in the constituency, 
indications were that he had 
the majority of the young 
vote.

Because habitat cone 
ditions, and waterfowl pop- 
ulations generally, remain 
at satisfactory levels eight 
ducks may be taken daily 
and 16 possessed, Bay and 
possession limits on geese 
are five and ten, including 
limits of two and four on 
white-fronted geese; on Wil- 
son's snipe, 10 and 20, and 
on rails and coots 8 and 
16, 

A new hunting zone has 
been created in Alberta, to 
coincide with provincial 
regulations, Hunters must

Hunters may use power 
boats this year in order to 
recover a bird which has 
been crippled, Other uses 
of power boats as defined 
in the regulations, are still 
prohibited.

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Banff Seminar cadet camp Revises 


py Jeanne Laplante 

The Banff National Army 
det Camp is located about 
three miles northeast along 
scenic highway, from Banff 
townsite, The towering 9800 
foot peak of Mount Cascade 
overlooks the camp, 

Roland Dusseault of Vimy 
was among the approximat+ 
ely 300 cadets from all 
across Canada, the British 
Isles and the United States 
attended the camp this sum- 
mer. They were divided into 
four companies of eight sec- 
tions each with six to eight 
cadets per section, Cadets 
from Freneh Canada were 
intermingled with English 
speaking, This generally 
created a greater under- 
standing between the two 
langugage groups, Often, the 
language barrier was found 
not to be as insurmountable 
as it is sometimes made 
out to be, The cadet band 
was from Prince Edward 
Island, 

B2 The training program was 
drastically revised from 
last year’s and featured one 
day climbs and overnight 
exercises designed and arr- 
anged so as to increase in 
degree of difficulty as camp 
progressed, To obtain the 
Cadets’ opinion of training 
and overall camp, the camp 
staff prepared a questionn- 
aire about all aspects of the 
camp. 

This camp Is a style of 
reward camp for senior cad- 
ets, These cadets are expece 
ted to have well-mastered 
the art of being a cadet; 
therefore a great deal of 


responsibility is placed on 
the cadet rather than the 
camp staff. Getting up in 
the morning to make the beds 
and sweep the floor for mor- 
ning inspection is their own 
responsibility, It is up to 
each section leader to re- 
quisite food and transporta- 
tion to departure points and 
from pick-up points for all 
one-day climbs and over- 
night schemes, 

Much of the planning for 
the overnight schemes is 
also left up to the section 
leader, Even the wearing of 
civilian clothes to town is 
a test. Since the cadet’s 
identity as a cadet is not 
outwardly apparent, he 
might take it on himself to 
evade his responsibilities 
and fool around a little, 
There are no regulations 
against the entering of lice 
ensed premises by cadets 
of legal age provided they 
know when to stop, 

The one-day climbs cone 
sisted of following a trail 
as far up the mountain as 
time would allow, The phy- 
sical stamina required is 
greater than one would ex- 
pect, Many returned come- 
pletely exhausted, with 
sore, blistered feet, By the 
end of the camp, these tell 
tale signs of exhaustion were 
practically erased, Moune 
tains climbed _ included 
Mounts Rundle, Cascade and 
Norquay. Mount Norquay had 
to be the most enjoyed climb 
not only because ofthe mag- 
nificent scenery but also be- 
cause the boys reached the 
very peak, 


FREEZER 


The Mountain Training 
School portion of the pro- 
gram was most enjoyable, 
The school was divided into 
two parts: the Rock School 
and the Snow School, The 
Rock School consisted of a 
basic mountain climbing 
course teaching techniques 
of climbing of rock, belay- 
ing and rapelling, Another 
Segment of the Rock School 
included various methods of 
river crossing, In the wet 
river crossing, the cadet 
crosses attached to a belay 
rope hanging on for dear life 
to a line strung across the 
raging Cascade River, The 
water temperature was esti- 
mated at 45 - 50 degrees, 
the current at 15 - 20 mph, 
A wonderful change in the 
color of the cadets’ legs 
occurred as they stepped 
from the water. Beautiful 
Shades of blue and orange, 
appeared, 

The highlight of the Snow 
School was the hike from 
Num-Ti-Ja Lodge to St. 
Nicholas Peak and the Bow 
Glacier about 70 miles north 
of Banff. The glacier train- 
ing included techniques of 
climbing on snow, self arr- 
ests when falling with and 
without an ice-pick besides 
spending the night on the 
glacier, which is quite a 
test in itself, 

The overnight exercises 
were technically much the 
same as theone-day climbs; 
following trails, only this 
time, it was all too easy to 
make a wrong turn as one 
section did, walking an extra 
five miles,

Along the designated 
trails were located check- 
points manned by a senior 
NCO and an MA (medical 
assistant) to check blisters 
and other medical problems, 
Facilities were always 
available for qqick evacua- 
tion in case of serious acci- 
dents, 

The watermanship exer-

CALORIES: Looking at the 
chart, the cheeseburger 
leads in the number of cal- 
ories; next in line is the 
basic dinner menu, pizza 
and lowest in calories isthe 
hot dog, Generally, grow- 
ing teen-agers take more 
than one hot dog at meal- 
time. Barbecued hot dogs 
tempt even small appetites, 
too, So, two hot dogs would 
be almost equal to the num- 
ber of calories contained 
in one cheeseburger. 

PROTEIN: The cheese- 
burger also leads in the 
amount of protein, follow- 
ed close behind by the basic 
dinner menu. Protein is im- 
portant in one’s diet inorder 
to build strong bones and 
teeth and provide for growth

CALCIUM: Calcium is

Swine 


—Issued by the District 
Agriculturist's Office, 
Erysipelas is taking its 

toll of Alberta hogs this 

summer, 

Dr. M. P. Hewitt of the 
animal diseases section of 
the Alberta veterinary ser- 
vices laboratory, reports 
that the number of erysi- 
pelas cases in hogs is ris- 
ing again after having sub- 
Sided during the past few 
years, It appears that a lot 
f farmers have stopped 
vaccinating, he says, At the 
present time, the laboratory 
is receiving a large number 
of pigs which have dled from 
swine erysipelas 


Dr, Hewitt strongly ad- 
vises hog producers to vace 
cinate all their pigs when 
they are about three months 
id. Prior to this age, they 
do not develop a strong im- 
munity from the vaccine. 


Dr. Hewitt also recommends 
giving yearly booster vace 
cines to the sows before 
they are bred to lessen the 
chances of abortions after 
they are bred, and to mini- 
mize the chance of the 
erysipelas infection being 
passed on to the litter, Sows 
which get the disease while 


deficiency in one’s diet of 
calcium, shows up in the 
elderly person as the bone 
disease ~ osteoporosis, A 
person with this bone dis- 
ease has very brittle bones. 
The cheeseburger, the hot 
dog or the basic dinner menu 
provide an adequate amount 
of calcium, Poor pizza 
eater, he may have broken 
bones that are slow to heal, 

IRON: One’s body needs 
iron to prevent one common 
type of anaemia, Anaemia 
means you have too little 
haemoglobin in your blood, 
It results in lower vitality 
and poor health, Tops on 
the chart in {ron content 
is the dinner menu and the 
cheeseburger, Though a 
pizza may look red, it’s a 
very poor source of iron! 

VITAMIN A: is needed by 
the body to maintain a good 
resistance to infection and 
to help one see in the dark, 


pregnant may abort or pass 
on the infection to the young 
pigs while they are still in 
the uterus or through the 
milk after they are born, 
In either case, the piglets 
may die from the infection, 

Although pigs of all ages 
are susceptible to erysipe- 
las, most cases occur in 
animals that are between 
three months and a year 
old. The incubation perlod 
may be as short as 24 hours 
but usually varies between 
three and seven days, Al- 
though penicillin and swine 
erySipelas antiserum will 
often cure the active forms 
of the disease, the pigs may 
still develop the chronic 
type and die later on, Dr, 
Hewitt says. 

Clinically, swine erysipe+ 
las is divided into four types: 

The Peracute Type; There 
are usually no symptoms 
with this type; the pig is 
simply found dead, 

The Acute Type: Pigs that 
have this form refuse to 
eat and have an elevated 
temperature which often 
goes as high as 106 or 108F, 
The animal tends to le 


Way out in front, on the 
chart, is the dinner menu 
followed poorly behind by 
the cheeseburger. Hot dog, 
surely must have a runny 
nose! 

B VITAMINS (Thiamine, 
Riboflavin and Niacin) « 
Being high in B vitamins, 
the dinner menu and cheese- 
burger will help one to have 
a good appetite, a normal 
nervous system and help 
one to. grow, B vitamins 
are also an economical 
source of energy - what 
teen-agers and young moth- 
ers need so much of today, 

VITAMIN C = Last on the 
chart is Vitamin C, an im- 
portant nutrient which helps 
in providing resistance to 
infection and for firm heal- 
ing wounds, Babies and oth- 
ers who lack Vitamin C in 
their diet get painful scurvy, 

The basic dinner menu is 
the only good source of Vita- 
min C, Don’t look to the hot 


around and to hide under 
the litter, if there is any, 
It may vomit, but this syme 
ptom is not necessarily pre- 
sent. In pigs that survive 
for longer than 24 hours, 
reddening of the skin on 
the belly, inside the thighs, 
between the front legs and 
around the neck and ears 
will be apparent, 

Such pigs are weak and 
stagger if forced to get up. 
Constipation followed by 
diarrhea is another common 
symptom, and swollen eye+ 
lids may also be noted, 

Pigs with the acute type 
of erysipelas may survive 
for several days and then 
die; they may develop the 
chronic type; or they may 
recover, Those that recover 
may not gain weight for 
some time and_ necrotic 
changes may occur onthe 
skin and especially on the 
tips of the ears. 

The Skin Type: The sick 
animal goes off its feed, 
lies around and often has 
a temperature of 105 to 
107F. Reddish-purple, dia- 
mond-shaped blotches fre- 
quently develop on the skin, 
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dog, cheeseburger or plzza 
to provide this essential vit- 
amin!

Both the acute and skin 
forms of swine erysipe- 
las can cause lameness from 
swollen and inflamed joints, 
Even though the swelling 
and heat may subside, the
